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KING DECLARES | 
SHOULD BE A SA 


Opposes Uniform Divorce on Ground That Such 
Legislation Would Force Religious 
Issues Into Pelitics. 


Washington.—Declaring that “mar- 
riage should be a religious sacrament 
and not a civil contract,” Senator King 
of Utah sharply rebuked proponents 
of uniform marriage and divorce legis- 
lation at a sub-committee hearing at 
the Capitol here this week, when he 
warned against letting religious is- 
sues run rampant in politics. 

Proponents of the legislation main- 
tained that there is too great diversity 
in the laws of the several states as 
they now stand, and that the result- 
ant confusion and uncertainty contri- 


lof the nation. Also, they contended, 


temporary residence should be abolish- 
‘ed; uniform rules established regard- 


they said. 

Opponents of the legislation con- 
tended that the diversity of sentiment 
regarding marriage and _ divorce 
throughout the country made it im- 
perative that rules based on local opin- 
ion should be adopted by the states.; 
The proposed law, they said, repre- 
sented one more attempt to centralize 
functions belonging properly to locali- 
ties—one more attempt to legislate 
morality. Such legislation, they con- 
tended, would force religion into poli- 
tics, as representatives might be elect- 
ed on a platform favoring no divorce 
at all, or, on the other hand, espousing 
companionate mafriage.

Senator King was constantly on the 
alert during the hearing and his sharp 
question caused two witnesses to be al- 
most completely disconcerted. This, he 
said, is one the most harmful attempts 
at centralization ever made.

even more congested; that the moral 
tone of foreign countries that have 
adopted uniform laws on these sub- 
jects has not been elevated. 

The Senator emphasized the danger 
of allowing religious issues to enter 
into national politics, and said: 

“I believe that marriage: should be 
a religious sacrament—not a civil con- 
tract. I regret deeply the modern ten- 
dency to divorce. We must set our 
face against this materialism, agnos- 
ticism and atheism, so rampant in this 
age. But we cannot successfully seek 
this end by legislative enactments of 
this type.”
